AND CAMPS FOR BOYS 
: ee oe ek ot 


By Sandy Beaver, 
(President of Riverside Military Acad- 
emy and of Riverside Summer Naval 


School.) 

It is safe to say that in America 
there are 500 regularly conducted sum- 
mer camps for boys. These extend 
fruin Florida to Maine, and from New 
York to California. Of course, in the 
wily ard mountainous country are 
they the more abundant. The re- 
markable growth of these camps is 
the mild beginning of a_ protest 
against the long and profitless, and 
in most cases dangerous vacation, 
forced upon patrons by the present 
school system. ; 

Most American schools begin the 
academic year between September 10 
and October 1. Christmas vacations 
begin a little after the middle of De- 
cember, and .last from two weeks to 
a month. A short Easter vacation is 
followed by the spring term, which 
ends before the middle of June. Un- 
der the present custom, the academic 
year in these schools lasts from 30 to 
85 weeks, with vacations from 17 to 


32 weeks. 

“Innocuous desuetude” from to 
40 per cent of the time will cripple 
any business enterprise, no matter 
how well conducted at other times. 
The same is true of school efficien- 
cy; no boy can be real happy when 
supposed to be at work if he idles 
one-third of his time. 

The summer school and camp, there- 
fore, is the beginning of a movement 
for longer school terms, which has 
been called into existence to supply 
the following conditions: 

I. To Make Sare the Foundations. 

Many bright boys have been so poor- 
ly taught and are so lacking in thor- 
oughness in the most rudimentary 
studies that something has to be done 
to supplement this lamentable condi- 
tion. A want of thoroughness in the 
most elementary studies is frequently 
encountered in the college graduate; 
how much more, therefore, is this true 
in the case of the high school or gram- 
mar school student, who neither reads 
understandingly, nor writes legibly; 
who blunders in spelling and punctu- 
ation: who is slow and inaccurate in 
the simplest calculations; who cant 
write a good letter, and who has a 
very superficial knowledge of English 
and American literature—yes, the very 
history and geography of his own 
country 
Il. For Tutoring and Coaching. 

For students, who have “failed” for 
one reason or another and who need 
coaching in certain subjects to enable 
them to “make” a college in Septem- 
ber, or spend another year in “prep,” 
the summer school is not only a neces- 
sity but a positive boon 

A large number of young men leave 
the preparatory schools every year 
who need this’ kind of help and who 
are, frequently. enabled by tutoring 
during one summer to save a full year 
in college 

There are, too, many 
not make satisfactory 
the rigid class organization, 
must obtain in large schools 
tutoring is most beneficial 
cases.

The summer school camp is_ fre- 
quently of great help to backward 
boys who have never learned to study, 
and who lack a trueappreciation of 
the value of knowledge, and who must 
have a new interest in, and impulse to- 
ward, school. Most of these boys who 
have “never caught the hang” of.school 
are found to have well-developed ten- 
dencies toward athletics, hunting, fish- 
ing. swimimng. A truly good teacher 
can, in the summer school, “get a hold,” 
so to speak, on the boy, through his 
love for other things, and lead him 
unconsciously into an enthusiasm for 
education that would have been im- 
possible otherwise. 

Boys of this class have never been 
properly appealed to. Like the boy 
who hated all girls, they have never 
met with their first inspiration—have 
never been introduced to the master 
teacher. 

Vv. A Reading Course. 

Through lack of interest, or of time, 
the average boy is unfamiliar with 
good literature. The summer school 
camp can do much to inculcate a love 
for the best in his and other lan- 
guages. An English instructor, 
through the careful choice of eight or 
ten good books, can create an interest 
in the work that will prove of ines- 
timable value to a boy tin after life. 


VI. Physical Development. 

There are many boys who may pre- 
fer not to spend the vacation in study. 
They have been successful with their 
regular year’s work, and do not need or 
care to devote the mornings to tutor- 
ing. They, or their parents, may real- 
ize that their minds are being educated 
at the expense of the development of 
their bodies, and Know that it would 
be profitable to use a part of the sum- 
mer in systematic body-building. 

For boys of this kind, who lack in 
bodily vigor and constitutional 
strength, there is nothing better than 
open-air sports and gfZames under a 
competent instructor. Sunken cheeks, 
round or stooping shoulders, a slouchy 
walk, can all be corrected by a phys- 
ical director who thoroughly under- 
stands his business. 

Thoughtful educators are all agreed 
that the day of the long summer vaca- 
tion past. The problem of the boy's 
safety for nine months of the year is 
solved, in most cases, by his attend- 
ance upon the public or private school; 
but the long, tedious, expensive. three 
months’ vacation are anxious days for 
the parent who realizes that his boy, 
often in this period, may cultivate hab- 
its and companions which will break 
him down, physically and morally, more 
in three months than he has built up 
in the previous nine 

The summer camp has tried to solve 
this problem, and withal, has done well. 
The conventional camp is a better plan 
for a boy than the streets of his home 
town oreityv, or than most Summer re- 
sorts But, for that ype of 
whose heart is set upon 
American. boy grow into 
expression of usefulness and culture, 
a part of every summer can be 
much more advantakeously than 
frolicking in the woods 

The vacation period of the future, 
therefore, will be of less duration than 
is now the case. Also, it will not 
a vacation, but a wholesome combina 
tion of work and play: not so strenu- 
ous, perhaps, as the regular 
term work, but certainly 
productive of results as to satisfy, 
most of the needs enumerated above.

Fearing that some dire disaster 
would befall them if they suffered 
themselves to be enumerated, one small 
aboriginal tribe fled from forest to 
forest, but wherever they fled they 
had to yield and were duly counted. In 
many parts of the country; too, the 
enumerators found it almost. impossi- 
ble to get the natives to disclose their 
real ages on account of a belief on their 
part that to tell one’s real age is to 
reduce the span of life, and also to 
enable one’s enemies to set the forces 
of black magic against them, hence all 
sorts of ludicrous replies were given 
on this point, and in most cases the 
officials were forced to guess the na- 
tive’s age as nearly as possible and 
let it go at that. 

Nor did the native ideas of some of 
the dusky enumerators themselves help 
much in the direction of accuracy. 
Some of them, in reckoning the num- 
ber of a family, counted in not only 
their pots and pans and other house- 
hold utensils, but the ghosts of their 
ancestors, certain devils and sometimes 
the very idols which they worshiped. 
One of the Jatter, by the way, was sol- 
emnly described by the census-taker 
as being “200 years of age and speak- 
ing the Hindu language.” Other na-

Permissive Kindergarten Bill 


Once more our legislators are gathered from all parts of the state to take 
action for the betterment of the people of Georgia. 

Among the measures that will be brought before them for consideration 
is the bill that provides that kindergartens be permitted in the public schools 
of the state, where the people of a given locality want this important addition 
to their schools. The women of Georgia have long known the values of kin- 
dergarten education, and have established and maintained many kindergar- 
tens. They believe, however, that now, since the values have been so clearly 
‘shown, this department of education should become a public responsibility,

| Therefore, the Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs, 20,000 strong, stand 
solidly behind this measure, with the determination to see it become a law 
this year. Significant action has been taken upon this bill by many organiza- 
tions during the past year, the most important in many ways being the fol- 
lowing indorsement of the Georgia Educational association, the largest body 
,of teachers in the state: “Resolved, That the Georgia Educational association 
} heartily indorse the permissive kindergarten bill, and hopes to. see it 
| pass at the coming session of the legislature.’ The bill has already received 
,the unanimous recommendation of the senate committee on education. It 
was defeated in the education committee of the house, but the two men who 
were the most active opponents there have expressed their willingness to vote 
in favor of the measure this year with certain amendments. 

The amendments which seem wise to those most directly interested, and 
which will in all probability be introduced, are as follows: That the people 
of a given county may express by vote their desire to have kindergartens in 
their public schools, and shall levy a local tax to support kindergartens if 
they decide to have them. The following extracts from letters to the special 
kindergarten bill committee, appointed by the Georgia Federation of Women's 
Clubs, are of interest to all concerned: 

David C. Barrow, chancellor, Athens: “As a member of the board of 
education of the city of Athens, I have voted to have the kindergartens in this 
city.” 

T. J. Woofter, professor of education and philosophy: “It gives me pleas- 
ure to go on record favoring kindergartens. I think that every community 
should have the power to organize and operate kindergartens.” 

R. J. H. DeLoach, director Georgia experiment station, Griffin: “I be- 
lieve that Georgia should extend her public school laws to include younger 
children than they include now. I am sure that the cause you represent is a 
great one.” 

Celeste Parrish, Atlanta: “I think that in every city or town system of 
schools there should be enough kindergartens to furnish room for every child 
from 4to6years. The value’of this work cannot be expressed in a few words. 
If every kindergarten teacher did her duty and every parent sent the child 
regularly, crime in our cities would be lessened 75 per cent and the efficiency 
of our people increased very largely.” 

G. W. Anderson, superintendent public schools, East Point: “In my 
opinion, the value of kindergarten training can scarcely be overestimated. 
Georgia’s need of this training is great, and evident to the progressive educa- 
tors of the state. I hope that the state legislature at its next session will 
make provisions for this addition to the public school system of the state.”

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Named for Governor T reutlen 


Near the “Metts crossroads,” Orange- 
burg district, South Carolina, there Is 
& grave that contains all that remains 
of one of Georgia’s distinguished gov- 
ernors, John Adam  Treutlen. This 
grave, so long neglected by Georgia, 
the state that he loved, will at an early 
date be marked by the Thompson chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution of St. Matthews, S. C. 

For the real. worth and patriotism, 
Treutlen deserves to be recognized by 
Georgia in the same way that Geor- 
Ria’s other colonial governors were 
honored by naming one of the new 
counties for him. The object of this 
little history of the life of Governor 
Treutlen is to call attention to the fact 
that his memory has been neglected, 
for years ago the precedent was start- 
ed to name the new counties for the 
patriots who Georgia in the 
colonial days name deserves to 
be perpetuated with the long list of 
worthies who drtinguished themselves 
by their devotion to the cause of 
liberty. 

John Adam Treutlen came into 
prominence justasthe southern colo- 
nies reached the threshold of great de- 
Velopment. Had he come into the 
world during a more peaceful time he 
would have been a great statesman, 
for his taletns were political rather 
than military (fast, however, he 
was, in the troublous times of war, he 
nade a record equal to those of But- 
ton Gwinnett, Lyman Hall and George 
Walton. Hie was far-seeing and his 
greatest usefulness came in making 
Plans for the future of Georgia, which 
materialized after his death He was 
one of the first appreciate the real 
meaning of the struggle that eventu- 
ally would overtake the Georgia pio- 
neers, He fully grasped the idea that 
a question of liberty and states’ rights 
would soon be a vital subject before 
the people and the civil discord that 
existed would fire a political wrath 
that would darken into war. For these 
reasons he watched with jealous eves 
the colonists’ interests and was every 
ready to repulse infringements on their 
rights. 

Governor Adam Treutlen was a 
strong adherenttothe whig party and 
was the first governor elected under 
the constitution of 1776. He was a 
member of the first provincial congress 
which met in Savannah on July 4, 1775, 
was active in the cause of inde- 
pendence. He became governor. on 
May 8, 1777, being elected by a large

In seeking safety, Treutlen’' encoun- 
tered new dangers when the fact 
came Known that a Georgia rebel gov- 
ernor had taken temporary quarters in 
the little settlement in South Carolina 
His doom was fixed. The m: his 
enemies pressed him the more pro- 
nounced he became in his convictions 
and often asserted that ere long a 
battle would be fought for the cause 
of the people against despotism and 
the great question of liberty would be 
decided. It was not long until he 
discovered that the tories of South 
Carolina were quite as virulent as 
those of Georgia. The protection that 
he sought from the British proved 
traitors, for one night he was called 
to his door and, after being deceived 
by assurance of safety, he was Ssur- 
rounded and cut to pieces by the tories 
and British soldiers. 

Governor Treutlen’s family remained 
in South Carolina after his death and 
many of his descendants are living in 
Orangeburg district at the present 
time. The writer of this article knows 
of but one family in Georgia, the Pen- 
dletons, who descended fromthe 
Treutlens. The lamented Major Charles 
Pendleton, one of Colonel Philip Cole- 
man Pendleton’s§ distinguished = sons, 
strongly advocated the naming of one 
of the new counties for Georgia’s first 
federal Governor.—Extracts from Mrs.

The Government Farm. 

“In this connection it is interesting 
to note how the United States zgovern- 
ment is taking care of the colored ‘si]- 
ver’ employees (which is the laboring 
class including all employees except 
Americans, who are known as ‘gold’ em- 
ployees). At Corazal, three miles north 
of Panama City, a magnificent tract of 
land, one of the most beautiful sites in 
the Canal Zone, has been selected for 
farming purposes, on which are em- 
ployed any colored ‘silver’ emplovees, 
which includes Jamaicans, Barbadians 
and Martiniqueans, who have lost an 
arm or a leg or have been injured oth- 
erwise on the work. At the present 
time there is on the farm a great ba- 
nana grove which can be plainly seen 
from the main line of the Panama rail- 
road, which will begin bearing this 
year. There are also hundreds of plan- 
tins and pineapples and much okra, 
tomatoes and other vegetables grown 
on the farm, which are used to supply 
the hotels along the line and Ancon 
hospital. There is also a fine dairy op- 
erated in connection with the farm, 
and a chicken range, which supplies the 
hospitals with good milk, eggs and 
Chickens the year round. 

“This farm is under the supervision 
of Colonel Charles F. Mason. of the 
United States army medical corps, a 
Virginian, who succeeded Colonel 
Broadus as chief medical! officer on the 
Canal Zone. 

“This shows what can he done in the 
way of farming where was formerly a 
jungle. 5 

“Others are farming in the zone. The 
Oldest locomotive engineer on the Pan- 
ama railroad has a fine chicken ranch 
at New Culebra on the Panama main 
line, where he has a run of from 1,560 
to 2,500 chickens He realizes from 69 
to 75 cents per dozen for all the eggs 
he can sell, and from $1 to $1.75 for 
each chicken sold.

World, the other from the New, one 
from an island in the Mediterranean, 
the other from an island in the Carib- 
bean, landed on the shore of France 
in 1778-1779, the boy to enter a schoo! 
for the youthful nobilitv, the girl to 
be the bride of a nobleman. 

After five vears both were in Paris, 
but as effectually divided by the nar- 
row Seine as when in childhood the 
wide seas rolled between them. Leayv- 
ing the capital the Corsician returned 
to hts native island, the Creole to hers, 
only to be caught, both of them, in the 
wide-spreading whirlpool of the revo- 
lution and drawn together at its cen- 
ter 

Once more in Francé, but still un- 
known to each other, they drifted 
about for two or three years without 
“the Path of Napoleon” crossing that 
of Josephine The Reign of Terror 
came and while he was winning his 
first laurels under Robesplerre at ‘lou- 
lon she was thrown into prison and her 
husband sent to the guillotine. With 
tobespierre’s fall they changed places, 
the prison door swinging open for Jos- 
ephine and closing in upon Napoleon 

Thus for 15 years did prankish For- 
tune sport with this pair. 


NAPOLEON'S FIRST LOVE. 

As the rigors of the revolution re- 
laxed after the iron hand of Robe- 
epierre Was withdrawn, a great epi- 
demic of -love and lovemaking broke 
out in Brance. It ran threugh the 
Bonaparte’ family like mé€asles, Lu- 
cien took te his democratic bosom a 
tavern keeper's daughter, white Jo- 
seph won: the hand and purse of Julie 
Clary, the daughter of a wealthy fam- 
ily of soap Manufacturers and money 
lenders in Marsellles. 

Napoleon next fell a prey to the soft 
infection. “Joseph is a lucky dog,” he 
said, and straightway he emulated his 
brother by wooing Josephine’s sister- 
in-law, Desiree Clary. 
off the field with the heart of 
17-year-old girl as his trophy of vic- 
tory we know from this letter which 
Desiree sent after him: 

“Oh my friend, take care of your- 
self for my sake, for I could not live 
without you; guard as sacredly as I 
shall the promise which binds us, for 
were it broken I should die.” 


IN GIDDY PARIS. 

Paris stood then at the threshold of 
the short but merry life of the direc- 
tory. Awakening from the nightmare 
of Robespierre, the city was in a giddy 
reaction from the Terror and wildly 
dancing around the overturned guillo- 
tine. 

Into the galons of Paris the youthful 
hero of Toulon stalked with the shoul- 


der straps of a brigadier, but with the‘ 


manners of a hermit. It was his most 
ill-favored period in point of personal 
appearance. A fever which he caught 
while sleeping .among the earthworks 
at La Seyne’ had shriveled his little 
frame into utter insignificance and leit 
his face a dull, lifeless yellow, in which 
his brilliant, hun@ering gray eyes 
gleamed like coals of fire. Long hair 
being then one of the outward marks 
of true patriotism and sound princi- 
ples, his reddish brown locks falling 
over his forehead and his shoulders 
only emphasized the weird éffect of the 
young Corsican general in his stained 
and shabby old uniform 

The beautiful Spanish adventuress 
whom the terrorist Tallien had snatch- 
ed from the guillotine and to whom he 
had given his name, was the uncrown- 
ed queen of the hour, and she wel- 
comed the little artilleryman as a nov- 
elty for her salon. Did she introduce 
him to her friend, Mme. de Béauhar- 
nais? Or did sportive fortune always 
see to it that he and she should be in 
opposite corners at Mme. Tallien'’s and 
in Barras’ ‘drawing room at the Luxem- 
bourg?

THE OTHER ISLANDER. 


For now at last “The Path of Na- 
poleon’ and the path of Josephine, 
starting at the extreme opposite ends 
of the Frefich dominions, were running 
side by side and closer and closer in 
the streets and salons of Paris. Her 
efe had been ‘filled with vicissitudes 
Hot less strange than his. She was 
@escended from a family of the poor 
country nobility of France whieh had 
‘emigrated to the island of Martinique 
less than forty years before her birth. 
Her father, a plodding, unambitious 
sugar planter of Trois Islets, across 
the bay from Fort de France, com- 
rTomised with his disappointment when 
a girl was born to him by giving her 
» half boyish name: Marie Joseph 
Rose Tascher de la Pagerie. But her 
mother called her Yvette. 

When the little Creole was only 3a 
West Indian hurricane swept away her 
home while the family hid in a cave, 
and nothing was left but the kitcher 
wing to mark her birthplace. The 
father could not afford to rebuild, 
and, picking up such pieces of furni- 
ture as he could find in the wreckage, 
he moved his family into the loft of 
his sugar mill. 


There Josephine grew up, care-free 
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and happy as her black playmates, a 
troop of little slaves arrayed in the 
livery of the burnishéd sun. Books and 
lessons ttroubled her not at all, and 
her only schooling was received in two 
or three terms at a convent in Fort 
de France. Trois Islets had no social 
life to restrain her with its formalities 
and vanities. “T ran, I jumped, I 
danced from morning till night,” was 
her own description of ber girlhood, 


JOSEPHINE’S DESTINY. 

Not even the prophecy she had heard 
prdéhounced in the hut of a fortune 
teller cast a shadow upon this daugh- 
ter of the sun. Yet had she not been 
warned by the black prophetess that 
one day she would be greater than 
queen and after having two crowns, 
lose both? 

Since crowns did not grow on the 
tropic bushes of Martinique, she could 
only fulfill her foretold destiny by leav- 
ing her native land. And right there 
an aunt became the Instrument of fate, 

Before Josephine was born the Mar- 
quis de Beauharnais was the royal gov- 
ernor of the Island of Martinique, and 
in the government house at Fort de 
France his son, the Viscount Alexandre 
de Beauharnais, was born. Josephine’s 
aunt, Mme. Renaudine, had soiaced the 
marquis’ exile with her friendship, and 
soon after his return to the home coun- 
trv she refoined himin France, leaving 
her husband behind. 

No doubt it was her matchmaking 
ambition which inspired the marquis 
with the idea of marrying his son, the 
viscount, to a daughter of the poorand 
undistinguished colonial planter of 
Trois Islets. The marquis’ letter to the 
Taschers proposing the marriage was 
dictated to and written by the viscount 
himself. but the hand of a younger 
daugther was requested, hecause Jos- 
ephine was too near the boy's dre,

HER STRANGE BETROTHAL. 
While that letter was on its slow 
wav this second daughter died, but M. 
Tascher rose to the emergency like a 
born diplomat After recording her 


i' death in his replv to the marquis he af- 


fected to offer the third daughter, who 
was not vet Then he added in a sly 
postcript that he feared Josephine 
would be put out Dy her omission from 
the arrangement, and that he wished 
he could send both girls. “But how can 
I separate a mother from her two re- 
maining daughters, so soon after the 
third has been snatched form her by 
death?’

By this time the viscount was away 
with the army, and the marquis and 
the aunt taking matters in their own 
hands, notified M. Tascher to send over 
whichever girl he pleased and thev 
would be satisfied. The marquis evén 
sent authority for the announcement 
the banns at Fort de France, gen- 
erouslv leaving a blank line for the 
name of the girl. Of course Josephine’s 
name was inserted, and with this left- 
handed invitation she gailed for France 
with her father, landing at Brest with 
her doll in her arms. 


HER FIRST MARRIAGE. 
The voung Viscount went 
meet his betrothed.

The birth of a son, Eugene, and later 
the coming of a daughter Hortense 
did not recall Alexandre to his fire- 
side for long. After seeking diversion 
in the army, in Italy and even in Mar- 
tinique, where he said very disagree- 
able things about his wife, there came 
a legal separation and the dividing up 
of the children, Eugene going to the 
father and Josephine with her baby girl 
returning to the loft of the sugar mil! 
of Trois Islets. 

While she was renewing the memo- 
ries of her childhood there the revo- 
lution burst upon France and the vis- 
count plunged into the movement. In 
the awakening of his emotions he felt 
a desire to be reconciled with Jose- 
phine, who, although he had branded 
her a “vile creature,” listened as a 
wife and mother to his appeals for her 
return to him and Bugene. Against 
the protests of her father, who was 
already in his mortal illness, and to the 
lasting displeasure of her mother, she 
sailed for France, * 


JOSEPHINE IN PRISON. 


The reunited family shared 
tunes of Citizen Beauharnais through 
three stormy years. Twice he was 
chosen to be president of the national 
assembly, and he rode the wild waves 
of political agitation very well until he 
was sent out as commander-in-chief of 
the Army of the Rhine. His campaign 
failing, he was recalled to Paris and 
cast into prison. While Josephine was 
interceding for his life, she herself was 
arrested and locked up as a disloyal 
aristocrat, at the height of the Great 
Terror. 

The Terror had converted the palaces 
and monasteries into prisons and 
crowded them with the proudest and 
meanest of France. Beauharnais was 
confined tn the Palace of the Luxem- 
bourg and his wife was almost across 
the street in the Carmelite monastery. 

Between the Luxembourg and the 
familiar Theatre dé l'Odeon on the Rue 
Vaugirard rises still the chapel of Jo- 
sephine’s prison, the Church of St. Jo- 
seph des Carmes. Down in its crypt 
one may see today mementoes of ‘the 
horrible massacre of the prisoners 
which took place at the monastery in 
the September before her arrest, and 
many tombs of those who were butch- 
ered in the Hundred Hours of bloody 
memory. 


THE SHADOW OF DEATH. 


Josephine’s gentle gift of winning 
friends served her even within the 
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dark and terrible precincts of her pris- 
on, and the native lightness of her spir- 
its shed its rays upon the huddled 
mass who sat in the shadows there. 
Her cellmate was the Duchess d’Aiguil- 
lon, and another of her friends in cap- 
tivity was the beautiful Mme. de Fon- 
tenoy, afterwards Mme. Tallien. 
Beauharnais was permitted to pay a 
parting visit to his wife Then his 
last day came, and he bought back 


‘from the barber who prepared his head 


for the guillotine a lock of his hair 
to send to Josephine and the children. 

The wife made ready to follow her 
husband; some say that the fatal sum- 
mons was read to her and that the 
jailer took away her bed because she 
would need it no more; it is certain 
that she wrote her farewell letter to 
Eugene and Hortense But just then 
Robespierre himself was flung into 
the tumbril of death and the prison 
doors swung open.
